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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 2/23/2005 is acknowledged by the examiner. 
However, since no copies of the foreign references were provided by the Applicants, the 
examiner has marked through them and they will not be considered. Please note that the 905 
does no indicate that the foreign references were supplied. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. pat. No. 
6,755,388 (Furukawa et al.) disclose a pinch valve comprising a main body (102), a groove 
(within element 102), an elastic tube body (109), a cylinder body (101), a handle support portion 
having a female thread position (118), a through hole (surrounds element 120 in figure 15), an air 
port (116), a cylinder portion (131), a piston (107), a connecting portion (120), a pressing piece 
(108), a cylindrical handle (103) having a male thread (1 14), a piston pusher (105), and a spring 
(106) but lacks a hollow stem having a male thread that cooperates with the female thread of the 
handle as well as the cylindrical handle having a female thread.
